The prior art of record does not disclose or fairly suggest an apparatus for light therapy 



comprising a light emitting diode array with a targeting mechanism with a targeting light source 
for repeatably positioning the array and an imaging mechanism to capture and record a target 
area and a sequencing mechanism to allow the target light and image recording to be off in a 
first position, allowing the target light to be on and the image recording to be off in a second 
position and allowing the target light to be off and recording of images in a third position. Prior 
art discloses a variety of light therapy systems with LEDs and targeting mechanisms, including 
the overlaying of images to position a therapy system, however, none disclose the specific 
sequencing claimed in the instant application.
